was necessarily crudely and hastily pre- 
pared, while, owing to peculiar circum- 
stances, and particularly to the greater rela- 
tive importance which purely political ques- 
tions “have maintained in the public mind 
for the last fifteen years, it has escaped any 
considerable and careful revision. Its origi- 
nal motive, as we have intimated above, was 
not only to. gain a large revenue for the Gov- 
ernment, at that time in sore straits, but to 
give American manufacturers compensation 
for the internal taxes which it was necessa- 
ry to impose, and irom. which their foreign 
competitors in our own markets were free. 
Both of these considerations were at 
the time’ rational and controlling... But 
neither of them any longer exists, More- 
over, the tariff as it stands was modeled, 
and very hastily and badly modeled : at that, 
to ‘méet conditions in our industry and in 
our foreign trade which have. passed away. 
The. one supreme argument by which it was 
sustained was that it was necessary to pro- 
tect. certain home manufactures from foreign 
competition in our home market; Since 
then & vast variety of industries individually 
more or, less important have grown up, 
which are not helped; but hindered; by the 
tariff; -while those which the tariff was ‘in- 
tended to foster. are no longer in need. of such 
extreme favor as they now enjoy. Ameri- 
can industry, moreover, while perfectly able 
to keep: its home market under a much 
more moderate protection, than it now en- 
joys, is aiming in many directions toward 
a foreign market, for which ‘the tariff is a 
positive obstacle, Under these circum- 
stances reform is absolutely necessary, and 
it would be the height of folly to encourage 
the belief that reforms ought not to be, or 
will not be, undertaken, under all proper 
restrictions, by the Republican Party.

THE GREAT WORLD'S FAIR. 


Tt. was not to be expected that so vast. an 
undertaking as an international exhibition 
in this City which should eclipse everything 
of the kind that had gone before it would 
be organized and set on foot without some 
clashing of opinion as to the best method of 
initiating and conducting it to success. It 
was unfortunate that the inevitable diver- 
gence should have taken form in two sepa- 
rate committees engaged upon the. prelimi- 
naries of the scheme, for the success of one 
was bound to produce disappointment in those 
attached to the other. But both of these and 
all the preliminaries are now matters of the 
past, and the project. has passed into the 
hands of a commission appointed and organ- 
ized under the. authority of ‘the national 
Government. It is to be hoped that by- 
gones will, be buried and differences _ of 
opinion reconciled by combining so far as 
practicable the best ideas on both sides of 
the early, controversy. On the one hand, it 
was proposed to name in ‘the act of Con- 
gress a body of prominent citizens of New- 
York ‘who, with those to be appointed from 
other States, should constitute the Interna- 
tional Commission having general charge of 
the enterprise, On the other hand, it ‘was 
claimed that those who subscribed to the stock 
should have a voice in selecting those who 
were to administer the affairs for which 
they. furnished the money. The’ former 
plan prevailed; and the New-York mem- 
bers of the ‘commission were named in the 
act of Congress. A large proportion - of 
them are prominent citizens of the highest 
responsibility, many of whom are likely to 


“be large stockholders, and .would in any 


case be altogether satisfactory to other 
subscribers, It is: desirable that all such 
should retain their membership, and that 
unavoidable vacancies should be filled 
with like material. Moreover, the share- 
holders at their first meeting, which is 
to be held. at -Ahe expiration of sixty 
days after the opening of books for subscrip- 
tions; ‘will elect the Committee of ‘Finance, 
whose members will, by virtue of such elec- 
tion, become part of the commission. All 
that will then be necessary to a fair recon- 
ciliation of divergent ideas will be a conces- 
sion to the shareholders of as much voice in 

the control of the enterprise as the harmoni- 
ous and effective working of the plan 
will admit, It is also to be remembered that 
there will be an opportunity for further 
legislation next Winter, and the Executive 
Committee is already charged with the con- 
sideration of what. it may be deemed expe-

While these may be allowed. to 
set forth the advantages of the proposed 
sites and. argue in their favor, the final ‘se- 
lection should be made with entire inde- 
pendence of private and personal interests. 
The. best location. for the purposes of the 
Exhibition, everything duly considered, 
should ‘be selected. And here it may be 
that an opportunity will be afforded for con- 
sulting the shareholders. The Executive 
Committee decides nothing, but only reports 
to the commission, which will come together 
when the subscription-books are closed, in 
November.’ At the same time there will be 
a meeting of the shareholders to ‘elect the 
Finance Committee, There’ is nothing to 
prevent the» commission from submitting 
to their vote the choice between such sites 
as may be settled upon as eligible... This 
would doubtless be the most satisfactory 
method of teaching a final decision, and 
there may be other questions regarding gen- 
eral and essential features of. the enterprise 
which could: be best settled in this way. 


SOHOOL REFORM IN FRANOE. 

JuLEs Ferry has reorganized public in- 
struction ‘in France, This statement scarcely 
needs any qualification, for he has Jaid his 
finger ‘with such precision on the faults of 
the old system, has framed the new with such 
logical simplicity and clear perception of the 
remedies required, and has so completely 
won the popular approval for his ideas that, 
although it. seems but just begun, the work 
of..reform is. practically finished. He 
hada .double. labor to perform—to 
clear the. ground and then occupy it. 
He found: the State schools languishing 
under the rivalry of the Jesuit establish- 
ments, Whatever may be said in condem- 
nation of the Jesuits, it is everywhere ad- 
mitted that they are good teachers, so far as 
their plan of instruction extends. They 
have rare skill and unconquerable patience 
in imparting knowledge. Their schools ‘se- 
cured the patronage of all rich people who 
hate the Republic, and of many others, 
rich and poor alike; who merely sought the 
best teachers for their children. But the 
methods of discipline and instruction in the 
Jesuit: schools were not favorable to the de-. 
velopment of manly traits of character; in 
fact, a noble and generous-hearted boy com-’ 
mitted to their care without reservation would 
be'apt to come out a mean and contemptible 
man. Besides, they taught children. to de- 
spise the Republic. - It was evident that if the 
youth of France could be taken out of the 
hands of the reverend fathers and put iito 
the State schools. the country would be the 
gainer to ‘an inestimable degree. It was in 
this part of the work that M, Farry’s pur- 
pose was misunderstood, ©The Government 
was accused of striking a blow at re- 
ligion. .. In. reality, to get rid of 
the unwholesome Jesuitical influence was 
the first step in the educational reform. It 
was @ duty of the State to expel the Jesuits, 
and they were expelled. Then came the 
work of reorganizing the State schools. This 
was the second. step, the natural comple-

& much more valuable store of general infor- 
mation. For boys who are destined for 
business, or are to engage in manufacturing, 
in commerce, or in the service of the 
Government, it is better to be quick 
at’ figures, to know something of 
history, of physics and chemistry, than 
to have a thorough knowledge of the dative 
case; and this kind of training lays a bet- 
ter foundation for a professional education. 
The chief obstacle in the way of all educa- 
tional ‘reform is the school-master. He is 
commonly the most immovable of con- 
servatives, either because he really has 
convictions, or because a.life of  rou- 
tine has made him the enemy of 
all innovations. Nothing is clearer than 
that school reform must. come from above. 
In England, the Inspector, not the school- 
master, is charged with the duty of watch- 
ing the working of the system and suggest- 
ing improvements. The teacher’s observa- 
tion, moreover, is restricted to a narrow and 
special field. A visiting officer or a body 
like the French Council of Instruction has 
the. wholé machinery of education in 
view. There can be no question 
about the reception M. Ferrry’s re- 
forms will -meet. with from. the 
pupils. Here again an illustration may be 
horrowed from English experience, Out of 
229 pupils of a grammar school in Lambeth, 
one of the poorest districts in London; 2 
stated that they preferred grammar, 11 
geography, 81 arithmetic, 38 history, and 
147 elementary science. 


A OURIOUS MISTAKE. 

Mr. Weller’s fear of widows was an un- 
conscious tribute to their powers. of fascina- 
tion. ‘There is no doubt that, other things 
being equal, a widow is far more effective in 
assaults. upon marriageable men than ‘is any 
other variety of woman. The young and 
pretty widow is simply irresistible. Over a 
young girl she has all the advantage which a 
veteran has over s raw recruit. She has 
learned in the school of matrimony the true 
nature of man; and knows him from begin- 
ning to end. She. knows precisely what 
will please him and in what places he can 
be most effectively wounded. “When she 
deigns to dispute with an .unmarried girl 
over the body of .a marriageable man, the 
girl has no more chance than the Adversary 
had in his dispute with Michael. 

There was a widow at a fashionable water- 
ing-place this Summer. who was universally 
admitted to be one of the ablest of living 
widows. She had only to wave her fan at 
any given young man and he surrendered at 
once. Itmust be said in justice to her that’ 
she was a singularly magnanimous widow, 
and apparently had no love of sport for its 


own sake. ‘The mere chase and capture of 


young men was so easy a task that she found 
it tame and uninteresting: Hence, while she 
exasperated her sex by her beauty and her 
evident powers of fascinati on, she rarely ex- 
erted those powers, and waited patiently for 
gamevorth capturing.

once, and, with triumph in their eyes, calmly 
declined it. . The young millionaire followed 
the example of the valueless'young man, and 
the hostess, who did not care for straw- 
berries, merely waved: the maid aside. 
What the powder. was isnot. certainly 
known. The young millionaire, however, 
after his first spoonful of strawberries, rose 
up with a faint cry, and, exclaiming that he
